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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Winneg does not disclose 
automatically determining, based on a type encoding of the received data, whether a secure browser is to be employed. 

In response to applicant's argument, Winneg discloses having users encoding their account type information, wherein a student type 
initiates a secure mode to take an exam (col. 10, lines 10-13) and a professor type a non-secure mode to create or modify an exam (col. 25, 
lines 51-56; col.26, lines 1-5). 



Applicant argues that Winneg does not disclose a document is being requested and received by a browser. 

In response to applicant's argument, Winneg discloses an application that can be securely executed to provide content to a user may be 
any of a variety of types of applications, for example a browser application, an exam-taking application or a Microsoft word application 
(col.4, lines 3-5; col. 9, lines 59-63). 

Applicant may alleviate current prior art rejection by narrowing the claim language "type encoding", such that "type encoding" does not 
mean encoding of a user type information as asserted by the examiner.. 
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
